State personal income tax brackets wo^ld be fully 
adjusted or "indexed” to reflect the consumer price index 
with passage of AB 276 (Bergeson). This is to prevent tax¬ 
payers from being bumped into higher tax brackets due 
to inflation compensating pay raises and would save them 
$2ar million in the first year. Bill was set for Senate 
Finance hearing August 27. The Senate has already ap¬ 
proved a similar bill, SB 857 (RichardSon). 

Current law automatically Increases the tax brackets 
oniy to the extent that inflation exceeds three per cent. 
AB 276 would take effect for taxable years ending after 
November 30, 1980. The governor reportedly does not sup 
port the bill because of the revenue loss. Chamber supports. 

State Wide? 

Los Angeles County Supervisor Kenneth Hahn has an¬ 
nounced that the fire chiefs of Southern California have 
endorsed his call for a state wide ban on untreated wood 

shingle roofs. ^ 

“I was very pleased to liear of the fire ohiefs en* 
dorsement,” Hahn saLd "They are the men who risk their 
lives trying to save burning homes everyday, they know 
w'hat is safe and what isn’t. 

"I know that the wood roofing industry and its lobby¬ 
ists will cronk out a lot of statistics supposedly showing 
that untreated wood roofs are not a fire danger. 

‘These same lobbyists spoke to the Houstem City Coun 
cil arguing against a roofing ordinance just before the 
disastrous fire there recently which destroyed 25 build¬ 
ings arKk 700 apartments. 

■The fire chiefs are the experts. They aren’t trying to 
sell ‘roofs. They’re trying to save lives. The Governor and 
state legislature khould try and help them by passing 
islation banning untreated wood rtx>fs in all of California.” 

Hahn is the author of the Los Angeles County ordi¬ 
nance requiring fire retardant roofing, and will present a 
motion before the Board of Supervisors meeting Tuesday, 
August 7, which will urge the state legislature to pa.ss 
similar state wide legislation. 


Good Legislation! 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn’s “rob a home, go to jail” 
proposal has pa.s.sed its first major legislative hurdle by 
being approved in the Judiciary Committee of the Cali¬ 
fornia Senate. 

Senate Bill 1236 by Senator Bob Bcwerly pa.s.sed five 
to ckne and now move's to the Senate Floor where Hahn is 
confident it will pass. 

Former State Senator Nate Holden, who is Halm’s as- 
sistant chlf'f deputy testified before the committee in the 
supervisor’s b'half. 

Al.so appearing in favor of the bill was Stephen 'Trott, 
chief deputy to District Attorney John K. Van de Kamp, 
who also supports the legislation. 

‘This is a signal to criminals that the public will be 
protected in their homes,” said Hahn, chairman of the 
Board of Supemi.sors. 

■Tlie public must be ma-ie to feel sofe in their homes 
and the only way this can be docne is to stop burglaries.” 

Hahn’s plan requites mandatory imprisonment for per 
sons convicted of burglarizing a home. 

He has s<*nt letters to all members of tne Cajlfornia 
.Senate and A.s.sc'mbly sc'eking supiK>rt for tire legislation. 
If it pas.se.s the Senate, it will go to the A-ssembly. 

La.st year, only 1,685 burglars from l»s Angeles County 
were sent to prison while UH.-WXi burglaries were commit 
te<I. 

"Burglaiy has readied epidemic proportions in sec- 
tion.s of the* county. f)ur citizerus are afraid, and don t feel 
safe, not know-ing when someone might break into tiveir 
home and .steal their belongings and valuables they’ve 
workt'd a.n.:l .saved for,” Hahn said. 

"Home burglars must be .stopiK-tf. It's time to tip the 
.scales of jostiev in favor of the homeowner and apart¬ 
ment renter 

"If a person burglariws a home, that pc'rson .should 
go to jail.” 

Spending Limit Initiative 

Placing a lid on government siiencfing has to be the 
iH-st inve.stment anyone can make in 1979. Tlie Novemln-r 
6 special election lias a tax measure. Proposition 4, tliat 
will do just that. Tlio Gann “Spirit of 13” mca.sure controls 
future government spending. It applies to all governments 

_city, county, and state. The result will 'oe that California 

taxes will also be subjoc-t to a measure of control for the 
first time. 

Your supiKirt is needed to fund the Spirit of 13 cam 
paign. The public employee's and lobor unions havi- an- 
nounc-ed that tliey will spend $2 million to tiefcat Propo 
sition 4. We can't let that happen.
